In the year of 1986, | lived in Venezuela, South America. My father, brother and | had the opportunity 
to investigate the following story: 


In the year of 1811, the Venezuelan independence movement had started. 
Venezuela wanted to be independent from Spain. The war was a long and bloody 
one. It was later to be known as the Death war. No prisoners were spared their lives. 
The only survival opportunity was to flee the country to the other countries and 
islands surrounding Venezuela. 


lt was then, that in 1813, the Spanish general Jose Tomas Boves was given the order 
from Spain to exterminate the whole population of the country, so they could import 
Spaniards to repopulate the country at the end of the war. General Boves and 7000 
military men embarked in the quest to exterminate the whole Venezuelan population. 
In la Victoria, another city on the Aragua State in Venezuela, news of the extermination 
were heard, and the people became horrified, and.in panic, and started to flee the area 
immediately. They tried to escape with what they were wearing at the time. Since they 
could not carry all their possessions, they entrusted all their gold, silver and other 
precious items to the local Catholic Priest. In a few days the city appeared deserted 
as a ghost town. 


A few elderly people loyal to the crown and the Catholic Church stayed behind only to 
be later slain by the military, as the general believed they were to spare no one, priest 
or saint. A rumor among the few refugees that could escape was that the general had 
made a pact with the devil, and that he had no mercy. 


The priest of La Victoria became afraid, and loaded all the treasure on 14 mules, and 
fled the city. He followed an ancient path that was known by the locals, tying to reach 
the city of of Los Teques, a Miranda state. However, while traveling, his load appeared 
to be a burden, and he decided to unload the treasure along the road. He never made 
it to the city. Rumors that he had buried the treasure spread to other parts of the 
country, and became a legend. ; 
People speculated about the priest's death. The legend states that he had decided to 
burry the treasure in three different places along the road before he was cornered by 
the military and killed. 


In 1986 my father, brother and | were invited by a friend to hunt for this treasure. We decided that we 
were going to focus on one of the places mentioned in the legend, the Consejo de Hacienda in the 
Aragua State in Venezuela. We focused our quest in a place called the Priest's Hill, as it was later 
named, and in the Hill of Cocuisas in the same area. in this same place we found some pieces of 
pottery, coins and weapons among the skeletons that were left scattered in the area, without a proper 
© irial, on top of a mound. It appeared that the sight had witnessed a bloody battle. The skeletons. 





were later confirmed to be of the independence period. Were they the remains of soldiers? Was the 
priest among the skeletons? I will never know the answer to these questions. 


After a long day hunting with our metal detectors, we decided to rest. My dad started to wonder 
around the place and it was then that he found a boulder of Significant size. He cleared the moss on 
the rock, and noticed a map carved on the stone. He called me to show me the map and told me to 
copy the map and take it home to see if we could decipher it later. We decided that next time we 
would return better prepared, and with the map in hand, to look for the location of the treasure 
inscribed in the boulder. 


However we never had the chance to return to this place. Venezuela started a political and 
economical decline, and we decided to emigrate from the country, and moved to New York with some 
family members. 


Nineteen years have passed since this, and the treasure is still buried in the hills of Venezuela. If you 
were to become interested in hunting for this treasure yourself, following is the map I copied from the 


boulder. Feel free to decipher it, and maybe one day you could also embark on the same quest for 
the treasure.
